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Puerperal Fever in Cows.

Amongst the more potent causes of sterility in 
cows there is a fever, apparently a specific clinical 
entity, of which no detailed account seems to have 
found its way into veterinary literature. It is well 
known to veterinary surgeons. and is widespread— 
at least in the British Isles. In attempting a formal 
description one has been faced with the primary 
difficulty of choosing an appropriate name, and 
“ Puerperal Fever ” is suggested as being technically 
accurate and at the same time sufficiently non- 
committal as regards etiology, pathology, etc. 

The salient features of this disease are four in 
number, namely 

(1) An apparently healthy cow calves normally. 
but retains the placenta. 

(2) The placenta very rapidly putrefies and be- 
comes offensive. 

(3) The cow suffers from metritis and usually 
becomes sterile. 

(4) The calf frequently suffers from white scours, 
with a very high mortality rate. 

These are clinical features, and represent, in brief, 
the train of events to which the attention of breeders 
and veterinary surgeons has been increasingly directed 
of late years. A typical outbreak follows a well- 
defined course somewhat as follows. 

In a herd not otherwise noteworthy as to breed 
or condition, there occurs a single case of retained 
placenta. This is removed manually by the veterin- 
ary surgeon, and his warning that it may betoken 
the presence of a serious infection in the herd is 
greeted with incredulity and soon forgotten. But 
presently a second and a third, case occur, and after 
them still other cases, according to the size of the 
herd. 

In each case the placenta has been putrid and 
offensive when removed, and the cow has been more 
or less seriously ill for a few days, and is left with a 
metritis which yields slowly to the usual remedies. 
Perhaps one or more cows may have died with start- 
ling suddenness, and the owner is now seriously 
alarmed. 

Then, perhaps four to six weeks after the first case 
of retained placenta, the calf mortality commences. 
A calf, apparently healthy and active at 9 a.m., is 
dead at 10 a.m., or, in less severe cases, may continue 
to live for a few days with a severe septicemia from 
which a fata] outcome appears to be the usual thing. 


If the owner is wise in time, he may prevent much 
of this mortality by strict aseptic precautions, namely, 


_ by treatment of the navel of the calf as soon as born, 
and by seeing that the calf is muzzled when not 


actually feeding. 

The disease may spread until few .of the in-calf 
cows have escaped (unless it has been controlled by 
measures presently to be detailed), and later on the 
last stage, that of sterility, appears. The affected 
cows turn to the bull, and, after sundry fruitless 
efforts to get them in calf, are usually fattened for 
the market and sold. 

To this general outline we may add the following 
facts, of which the significance is not in every case 
apparent, but which it appears to be desirable to 
put on record for future guidance and to support as 
far as may be the writer’s suggestions as to the 
pathology of this condition. 

(1) The placenta, examined bacteriologically as 
soon as removed, shows a variety of organisms. 

(2) The details of individual outbreaks reported 
in the appendix appear to warrant the conclusion 
that infection can occur during the last three months 
of pregnancy. 

(3) Most of the observed cases in the author’s 
experience have been amongst registered herds of 
shorthorns and Friesians. (It is not suggested that 
this experience would necessarily hold good for the 
whole country.) 

(4) The bull does not appear to be a necessary 
factor in spreading the disease. 

The facts summarised above do not form a really 
adequate basis for a full statement of the pathology 
of the disease, and the remarks to follow must be 
considered as quite tentative. They might have 
been omitted but for the consideration that the 
lacune in our knowledge are most likely to be filled 
if we have some skeleton scheme to work upon. 

It appears probable that infection reaches any 
given farm through some imported animal which 
appeared healthy when it was purchased. Such an 
animal may well be suffering from some form of 
metritis, but it may be that it carries the disease in 
some other way, e.g., in the alimentary canal. The 
conditions of spread seem to negative the idea of an 
air-borne infection, but it must be admitted that the 
possibility of such infection has had but little con- 
sideration. 

From the affected animal we must assume that 
infection is spread by contamination of food stuffs, 
and that ingestion is the usual method of entrance. 
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The infection so acquired does not produce results 
which are at once apparent, and there is nothing to 
show whether it exists at first in the alimentary tract 
or forthwith reaches the uterus. The evidence of 
a severe sterilising metritis (or possibly a sterilising 
salpingitis) rather suggests that infection does reach 
the uterus, but is unable to make dangerous headway 
prior to parturition. 

At parturition the conditions in the uterus change 
in at least two ways. Firstly, there are ill-understood 
physiological changes depending on the fact that the 
placenta is reaching the term of its natural existence 
as a functioning organ, and is commencing to degener- 
ate, or to undergo those necrotic changes which we 
assume rather than know to be present, the assump- 
tion being based on human pathology. _ It is possible 
that these changes and associated changes in the 
uterus may give rise to a nidus more favourable 
than hitherto to the rapid growth of organisms. 
Secondly, there is the fact that the act of parturition 
causes a further profound change, characterised 
by the presence of blood clots and by the admission 
of air. 

It may be that exaggeration of the original infection 
and the presence of various putrefactive organisms 
can both be shown to depend on one or other of these 
factors, but it is open to the reader to accept the view 
that the putrefactive organism supports the views of 
Williams (1) that practically all uteri must be con- 
sidered as carrying a multiple infection during the 
whole of pregnancy. This explanation will not, 
however, fit in with the facts detailed below as to 
the infection by the primary causal organism which 
is shown to have occurred late in pregnancy. 

Post-mortem evidence is essential before we can 
begin to dogmatise on this phase of the subject. 

The calf being born, the uterine infection flares up, 
if clinical evidence is to be believed, and may even 
prove rapidly fatal. Failing this, we know that it 
leads to sterility. 

It is certain that the associated epidemics of white 
scours among calves occur, but it is not evident that 
they are due to the primary causative organism 
which causes the enzootic among cows. It may 
be due to the associated putrefactive organisms, 
the term “ putrefactive” being used to cover a 
variety of organisms, of which some may well have 
little title to the term. 

Jensen has shown that organisms of the coli group 
are very prominent in scours, and this disease, as 
described by him, is identical with the disease we find 
associated with puerperal fever in the cow. Here 
again we must confess to ignorance. It may be 
that the puerperal fever itself is due to a coliform 
organism which is actually transmitted to the calf. 
It may equally be true that puerperal fever is due, 
for example, to a filter passer or some other organism 
which prepares the way for the coli group to which 
the scours is due. (However, see Journ. Comp. 
Path. and Ther., pp. 264-269.) 

The pathology of the condition is thus vaguely 
understood, and it is likely to remain so until veterinary 
research is turned in this direction. Much of the 
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problem is definitely clinical, and calls for research 
in the field or on an experimental farm, both of which 
entail considerable expense. 

The lines which preventive and curative treatment 
should follow are better known. Once the disease 
is envisaged as a definite infection carried by con- 
taminated foodstuffs, the need for isolation of cases 
becomes apparent. This is by no means always 
practicable, but it is often possible to prevent the 
introduction of healthy cattle on to infected farms. 
This is a most important precaution, and failure to 
observe it is so expensive, in the long run, that it 
cannot be too much emphasised. 

When a farm is already healthy and free from 
puerperal fever, Bang’s disease, or other scourges 
of our herds, it is tempting providence to introduce 
fresh animals of which the history and condition 
have had no more than the most cursory consider- 
ation. Particularly when cows are bought in calf 
should it be found worth while to carry out the 
maximum isolation possible until they have calved. 
If, as will often be the case, complete isolation such as 
might be carried out by wealthy owners is impossible, 
an attempt should be made to keep the new animals 
in a group by themselves, e.g., in a separate pasture 
during the day and at one end of the shed (that 
nearest the drainage outfall) at night. 

No specific curative treatment for the cow can be 
suggested until much more is known of the condition. 

In this brief review of puerperal fever the writer 
has attempted only to call attention to the salient 
facts in order that further enquiry may be made. 
For full information we must wait the outcome of 
combined work by many observers in different parts 
of the country. One might say, with confidence, 
that the results of such an investigation would be 
of the very greatest interest to the Medical as well 
as the Veterinary Profession. 

The control of the associated scours among the 
calves is on a surer basis, thanks to the works of such 
men as Jensen, Poels, Nocard, etc. However, 
some outbreaks can be so baffling in their rapidity 
that all therapeutic measures seem of little avail. 
In the writer’s experience, muzzling of the calves is 
an extremely useful prophylactic measure, as well 
as careful attention to the navel at birth. 

The cow should be assumed to be sterile and the 
treatment for same started at the earliest possible 
moment. It is a wrong policy to wait till the cow 
has turned to the bull several times before attempting 
special measures. It is more than probable that 
many cows’ breeding lives have been lost by this 
policy of delay and trusting to “ nature” to clear 
up the sepsis. 


APPENDIX. 


Farm A.—History of frequent metritis amongst 
the cows and scouring amongst the calves over a 
period of fifteen years, with a definite increase of 
virulency during the last three years. 

Farm B.—Definite history that this farm had been 
free from the above diseases over a period of eight 
years, 
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The owner of Farm A decided to go in for breeding 
a valuable strain of cattle, and knowing the history 
of his farm, he purchased from B in order that his 
fresh purchased animals would run no risk of develop- 
ing the above diseases. 

From five different herds he purchased six high- 
priced cows in calf. Unfortunately, he turned these 
animals out for a fortnight on Farm A till Farm B 
was transferred definitely into his hands. All the 
cows were between six and seven months in calf. 

All the cows calved down at term with live calves 
and without requiring any outside assistance from 
the herdsman. 

Five out of the six developed severe puerperal 
fever and two of the calves (including the one from 
the unaffected cow) died from white scours at the 
age of three weeks. 

A careful enquiry into the history of the five herds 
from which these cows were purchased established 
beyond doubt that they were free from the ravages 
of these diseases. 

One is thus forced to assume that these cows 
ingested infected material on Farm A during their 
fortnight’s stay. Also that a cow can maintain 
somewhere in her system (perhaps in her alimentary 
canal) an infection picked up during the last three 
months of pregnancy. 

Farm C.—This farm had been free from puerperal 
fever and white scours over a period of nine years. 

Then one cow developed puerperal fever, and died 
after forty-eight hours’ illness. Of the subsequent 
ten parturitions, eight developed puerperal fever. 

It appeared that the calves had successfully avoided 
any septicemia when, three months after the primary 
case of fever, five calves died within a week, with 
startling rapidity. Post-mortem examination showed 
the typical lesions. 

The interest in this outbreak is in the fact that the 
stock bull was kept on this farm, and eight cows 
from a neighbouring farm belonging to the same 
owner visited Farm C for service. All these eight 
cows calved normally, and the calves reared without 
any illness. 

One is thus forced to conclude that the bull was not 
a factor in the spread of the disease in this outbreak. 

Both these outbreaks lent themselves very well 
for observing the disease in question—since the 
owners were both scientific gentlemen, experienced 
in the keeping of valuable pedigree cattle, and kep 
careful records. 


At the British Association meeting, in the Zoological 
section, Dr. F. E. Crew, of Edinburgh University, spoke 
on “ Sex Reversal in the Domestic Fowl,” and described 
the process by which the female of the domestic bird under- 
went a sex transformation and came to possess the sex 
organisation of the male. He remarked that with the 
assistance of the poultry-keepers of this country he had 
collected together fifty fowls which presented abnor- 
malities in their characteristics. He spoke of one bird 
which, having functioned for three years as a female, 
ultimately became the father of chickens. 


Hemorrhagic Septicemia.

I am very gratified to see that a certain amount 
of interest in the above disease has been stimulated 
among members of the profession. Personally, I 
regard the disease as a very serious one (causing, in 
its various forms,a great mortality among our animals), 
and one which has been seriously neglected. 

I first met with this condition during the summer 
of 1915, and since then have mostly seen yearly 
outbreaks in its several aspects. 

As previously reported in the Record, I investigated 
the 1915 outbreak in conjunction with the late 
Professor Mettam. It occurred among a number 
of two-year-old heifers. I was informed by the 
owner that he had lived for over fifty years on the 
same farm and never saw anything in the nature of 
this disease before. The pasture consisted of good 
grass land, with a sprinkling of bracken. Nine 
animals were affected, and they all died. During 
the course of the disease they all exhibited identical 
symptoms, and the post-mortem lesions were exactly 
alike, the only exception being that the stomach of 
two of these heifers contained some bracken. Swabs 
taken from the heart blood of several of these animals 
revealed the presence of an organism, showing bi-polar 
staining, especially so when stained by Giemsa’s 
method, Cultivations were made from the heart 
blood of five animals, four of which gave a pure 
culture of the bi-polar organisms ; the fifth also gave 
the same organism, together with B. coli. Injections 
of minute quantities of these cultures into rabbits 
caused death within sixteen hours. Post-mortem 
examinations of rabbits revealed the same lesions 
as exhibited in the cattle. 

Cultivations made from the rabbit heart blood 
gave the same kind of organism as those isolated 
from the blood of the cattle. At this time, hamor- 
rhagic septicemia biologics were not available on the 
markets, and as all the deaths occurred within three 
days, there was not time, to have an autogenous 
vaccine prepared, nor was there even any opportunity 
of using biological methods, even if available, as 
the animals were all dead before the organism found 
was definitely identified. The following summer 
the same disease made its appearance, on the same 
farm-—-this time four cattle died. The symptoms 
and pos!-mortem findings were typical of those of 
the previous year. The same kind of organism was 
also identified. Since then the disease has not 
reappeared on this farm. May I now point out 
that here was a disease which, according to the 
owner of the farm, was not met with before during a 
period of fifty years? During all this time the 
animals were fed under more or less the same con- 
ditions, having access to any bracken that happened 
to be present, yet no illness or deaths occurred in 
any way similar to those recorded until 1915. It is 
perfectly obvious that, if bracken was the causal 
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factor of these deaths, similar deaths should have 
taken place previously. 

In most of the outbreaks I have since seen the 
causal organism has been identified, and in all cases 
their morphological characteristics were similar. 
The affected animals were living under a variety of 
conditions. Some had access to bracken, while 
I should say an equal number had not. Of the last 
four cases that I saw, three were those of calves living 
in houses, being fed on hay and milk, and which had 
never been in contact with bracken. I would, therefore, 
respectfully point out to Mr. John Brown that 
hemorrhagic septicemia is not confined to animals 
which have access to bracken, as evidenced by the 
record of the above cases and of several others with 
which I have met. 

The animal from whose blood the culture was 
prepared, a smear from which I sent to Major Cham- 
bers, and in which he identified the B. bovisepticus, 
was that of a calf, a pure bred Dexter, which had 
never been out of the house, and had no access to 
bracken whatever. 

In these premises several deaths have annually 
taken place, the subjects being calves, for the last 
three years. 

I was first consulted about nine months ago, when 
I suspected hemorrhagic septicemia. I had a calf 
destroyed which was ill and im eztremis. A swab 
from the heart blood revealed the presence of the 
B. bovisepticus, and on cultivation a pure culture was 
obtained. An autogenous vaccine was prepared 
and the remaining calves vaccinated, since when the 
disease has been absent. This is only one instance 
in which the same results have been obtained from 
vaccination. 

In reply to Mr. H. Llewelyn Jones’ suggestion 
that I should abandon yearly vaccination of animals 
on premises where the disease has been known to 
exist, I would mention that on one farm in particular, 
for five years previous to my adopting those measures, 
calves were lost yearly from this disease. Those 
losses completely ceased with vaccination ; therefore, 
the obvious inference is that vaccination was the 
means of prevention. 

It is hard to explain the sporadic nature of some 
outbreaks of hemorrhagic septicemia, and perhgps 
it is those sporadic cases which have given rise to the 
firmly-rooted idea that bracken is the responsible 
factor. 

In considering these outbreaks, we must bear in 
mind the distribution and characteristics of the 
bi-polar organism. Organisms having all the morpho- 
logical and biologic characters, and ofttimes even the 
pathogeneses of the disease-producing members of 
this group, have been isolated many times from the 
alimentary tract of healthy animals. Therefore, 
it is contended that the sporadic outbreaks of this 
disease are due to the sudden acquisition of virulence 
by forms already present in the alimentary tract, 
or it may be due to a sudden decrease in the natural 
resistance of the animal body brought about by 
some debilitating agency, or, again, it may be caused 


by a breaking down of some of the natural defensive 
mechanisms of the body, thereby admitting the 
organisms by a path adopted by their own respective 
cultural requirements. 

As inciting factors in the production of sporadic 
cases of disease by the bi-polar organisms, first 
place should be given to a decreased immunity, 
combined with destruction of some part of the external 
defensive mechanism. By the latter we mean the 
intact skin and mucous membranes. 

In outbreaks seen year after year on the same 
premises, an exalted virulence of the infecting agent 
should be considered as the primary factor, for it is 
well known that numbers of the bi-polar group of 
organisms may suddenly gain an extreme virulence, 
which virulence may continue for numerous successive 
generations, and then suddenly decline and go with a 
quasi-lateral stage under suitable conditions for a 
considerable period, to again break out with renewed 
vigour. 

That sporadic outbreaks of hemorrhagic septicemia 
are commonly seen among animals which have 
access to bracken may be explained if we consider 
that the ingestion of bracken may have a debilitating 
effect on the animal, or that the hard fibrous bracken 
stems may cause a destruction of part of the external 
defensive mechanism, viz., the alimentary mucous 
membrane, thereby admitting the causal organism 
into the body tissues. 

As the portal by which bacteria gain entrance 
into the animal body is of great importance in deter- 
mining whether or not disease shall occur, the 
suggestion that the B. bovisepticus may gain admission 
through abrasions of the alimentary mucous mem- 
brane should receive consideration, for it has been 
proved that other members of the bi-polar group of 
bacteria will only cause disease when the organism 
gains entrance either by inhalation or through an 
abrasion of the skin or mucous membrane. Thus, 
the Austrian Plague Commission found that guinea- 
pigs could be fed with plague bacilli, and so long as 
there was no abrasion of the alimentary mucous 
membrane, the disease did not occur. It also found 
that the disease could be readily produced in guinea 
pigs when the bacilli were vigorously rubbed into 
shaved areas of the skin. 

In conclusion, I wish to tender my grateful thanks 
to Major Chambers for his kind acknowledgment of 
his identification of the B. bovisepticus in the smear 
sent to him by me. 


County Councils and the Diseases of Animals Acts. 


The Official Gazette of the County Councils Association 
contains the following extract of a report presented by 
the Agricultural Committee to the Council of the 
Association. 

The Committee considered the following letter received 
from the Ministry of Agriculture in reply to the resolution 
passed by them at their March meeting in regard to Order 
1234 issued by the Ministry under the Diseases of Animals 
Acts (see Official Gazette, May, 1923, page 87) :— 


llth April, 1923. 

I am directed to refer to your letter of the 29th ultimo, 
and previous correspondence on the subject of local 
administration of the Diseases of Animals Acts, and in 
reply to state that the Ministry has carefully considered 
the suggestion of the Association for an amendment of 
the Order of the Minister No. 1234. 

There was no intention on the part of the Ministry to 
curtail the powers of Local Authorities or their Inspectors 
by the Order 1234. 

The Order was issued solely with a view to adjust the 
anomalous position whereunder, since the issue of the 
earlier Order No. 829 of 3rd February, 1922, the powers of 
an Inspector of the Ministry as the central authority under 
the Acts were actually less than those possessed by 
Veterinary Inspectors of a Local Authority. As in the 
ease referred to in the correspondence forwarded to you, 
occasions may arise in which it is essential from the point 
of view of preventing the spread of disease, that the officer 
who is first aware of the existence of circumstances necessi- 
tating certain action should be empowered to take such 
action immediately. The Ministry was advised that the 
issue of an Order in the terms of Order No. 1234 was 
necessary to confer this power. 

Your Association will realise that in some of the cases in 
which the power conferred by the Order is exercised by an 
Inspector of the Ministry there may be no question of 
default on the part of an Inspector of the Local Authority, 
e.g., where a report of suspected Foot-and-Mouth Disease 
is made direct to an Inspector of the Ministry who may be 
in the vicinity of the affected premises on other duties. For 
this reason it would in the opinion of the Ministry be 
improper to suggest that in every case in which action has 
been taken by the Ministry’s Inspector there has been 
default on the part of the Local Authority’s Inspector. 

In the above circumstances the Ministry does not think 
that any amendment of the Order in question on the lines 
suggested would be desirable. I am to add that the 
Ministry much regrets that the intention of the Order, 
which was merely for the purpose of adjusting in certain 
minor respects the existing machinery for giving effect to 
the Diseases of Animals Acts, should have been miscon- 
strued.—(Signed) W. P. Smarr.

(a) That the Committee, whilst appreciating the 
reasons which have actuated the Ministry of Agri- 
culture in their decision to issue the Order in 
question, are still of opinion that the terms of the 
Order are too wide and that it should therefore 
be amended by the insertion of a proviso limiting 
its operation to cases in which (i.) necessary 
action has not been taken by the local authority 
concerned or by an inspector thereof, or (ii.) an 
officer of the Ministry is the first person to become 
aware of the existence of circumstances requiring 
immediate action ; 

(6) That the Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the 
Committee be authorised to undertake any 
necessary negotiations with the MinistryJin this 
matter.

WITNESSES DIFFER. 


Serious allegations of ‘ doping ”’ a horse until ‘it was 
like a drunken man” were made at the Salford Police 
Court recently, when Arthur Smith, of St. Mary’s Terrace, 
Swinton, was summoned for working a horse in an unfit 
state, and Norman Farrington Dewhurst, Shirley Road, 
Cheetham Hill, was summoned for aiding and abetting. 

Mr. G. Hockin, prosecuting on behalf of the R.S.P.C.A., 
stated that the defendant, Smith, and another youth, 
contemplated starting in a small business and bought a 
cob from Dewhurst which, it was alleged, the latter said 
was sound and fit for work. When the horse was being 
driven to Swinton it became very violent and kicked in 
the front of the trap. 

Inspector Riley, who came on the scene, formed the 
conclusion that the animal had been drugged, and subse- 
quent examination revealed, so it was alleged, that the 
horse was lame on both fore feet, and in great pain. 

Inspector Riley told the court that when he tried to 
examine the animal on the day of the sale it “‘ fought at 
him with its fore feet and kicked at him with its hind feet.”’ 
He was quite satisfied the animal had been heavily drugged. 

Later, when, with the assistance of a shoeing smith, 
he was able to examine the animal, it could not walk 
straight, ‘“‘and when it turned round it reeled and 


staggered.”

The animal was lame and quite unfit for work. The 
defendant, Dewhurst, added witness, had repaid to Smith 
the money paid for the horse. 

Mr. Ward, veterinary surgeon, Manchester, who examined 
the horse several days after it was sold, expressed the 
opinion that the animal was then showing signs of having 
been heavily drugged. ‘It was like a drunken man.” 

In his opinion, added witness, it was cruel to work the 
animal because of its lameness. 

At the suggestion of the Stipendiary, the veterinary 
surgeons to be called as witnesses examined the horse in a 
stable near the court, and on returning to court Mr. Ward 
expressed the opinion that the animal had again been 
drugged. 

Later the magistrates also inspected the horse. 

Mr. Gilbert Jordan, who defended Dewhurst, called 
Mr. F. Hopkins, M.R.C.V.S. and Mr. E, H. Stent. 
M.RC.V.S., who asserted that when they examined the 
animal it did not show signs of lameness, and there was 
no suggestion of “‘doping”’ in its condition. 

Mr. A. 8. Brooksbanks, M.R.C.V.S., who with the other 
expert witnesses for the defence had seen the animal that 
day, said it was quite fit for work, and, in his opinion, 
could not have been in the condition described by the 
prosecution on the date in question. 

The defendant Dewhurst was about to enter the witness 
box, when the magistrates stopped the case, and dismissed 
the summonses, 
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PROFESSOR MACQUEEN AND 
THE ‘‘ NATIONAL.” 


The terse remarks of Professor Macqueen at the

A committee of the Council is at work revising our 
Articles of Association, and now is the time when 
alterations in the terms of membership should be 
carefully considered. _It has been practically decided 
already to abolish the capitation fee and to sub- 
stitute a small fixed registration fee. A strong 
point in Professor Macqueen’s speech was that, if the 
divisions are part of the National and not separate 
societies, it is reasonable that all their members 
should be members of the National, or—to put it 
more plainly—-membership of a division should imply 
as a corollary membership of the parent body. It 
is a very regrettable fact that there are still some 
men who are not members of this Association, although 
they are members of one or more of its divisions. 
The desire of our profession is that we should have a 
strong national and representative body, with autono- 
mous divisions and branches all over the countsy 
and in the dominions over seas, and that there should 
be, as Professor Macqueen says, no defecting mem- 
bers. This desirable object can be attained if local 
divisions will revise their rules and restrict member- 
ship to members of the National Association. 

As regards the one subscription covering member- 
ship both of the local and parent bodies, this has been 
discussed for several years, and up to the present 
time no proposal has been made which seems to 
meet the wishes of all. There are a few—-a very few— 
of the divisions with accumulated surplus funds, 
and the possession of these funds might be raised as 
a stumbling block to many schemes. We do not see 
why this need prevent a readjustment of the sub- 


scription basis, as these funds might well remain in 
the possession of the division which had saved them, 
and the interest derived from them might and should 
be used for the benefit of that particular division. 
If the various societies will agree that in future they 
will, in fact, become and act as divisions of the 
“National”’ (and not merely as local societies), 
and that each member of a division shall be called 
upon to pay one subscription, which shall cover his 
contribution both to his local division and to the 
parent association, then it should not be a difficult 
matter to fix the amount of such subscription at a 
figure which would commend itself to all parties. 
Even this small step would bring men from all parts 
into closer relationship, would tend towards unity of 
purpose, unity of thought, and unity of action. It 
would save a vast amount of trouble and worry and 
prevent the irritation caused by the continual demands 
for small contributions, many of which at the present 
time overlap. We are very glad that this matter 
has at last been brought so clearly forward by Pro- 
fessor Macqueen, who has held the position of a 
keen critic for so many years, and we hope that his 
criticism and suggestions will soon produce beneficial 
results.

QUARTERLY MEETING OF COUNCIL. 


A quarterly meeting of Council of the National 
Veterinary Medical Association of Great Britain and 
Ireland, Limited, was held at 4-30 p.m. on Wednesday, 
October 3rd, 1923, at the R.C.V.S., 10 Red Lion 
Square, W.C., the President, Mr. H. J. Dawes, occupy- 
ing the Chair. 

There were also present Major-General Sir L. J. 
Blenkinsop, Professor J. B. Buxton, Mr. J. C. Cole- 
man, Professor 8. H. Gaiger, Messrs. H. P. Hogben, 
P. J. Howard, T. 8. Price, W. D. Rees, Major P. J. 
Simpson, Messrs. H. Sumner, A. E. Willett and 
J. Willett, together with Professor G. H. Wooldridge 
(Hon. Treasurer) and Mr. G. H. Livesey (Hon. 
Secretary). 

The notice convening the meeting was read by 
the Secretary. 

A report of the previous meeting of Council having 
been presented to the Annual General Meeting at 
York on August 15th, it was agreed that the minutes 
should be accepted, confirmed and signed. 


CORRESPONDENCE. 


The Secretary announced the receipt of letters 
of regret at their inability to attend the meeting from 
Major W. Ascott, Messrs. J. R. Baxter, H. Begg, Lt.- 
Col. H. G. Bowes, Dr. O. C. Bradley, Lt.-Col. J. W. 
Brittlebank, Messrs. W. H. Brooke, J. Clarkson, 
B. De Vine, Major G. W. Dunkin, Messrs. A. Gofton, 
J. Ewing Johnston, F. T. Harvey, J. 8. Lloyd, G. P. 
Male, A. Monro, A. W. Noel Pillers, H. L. Roberts, 
Wm. Scott, S. H. Slocock, Lt.-Col. A. J. Williams 
and Mr. W. Woods. 

A letter was read from the Secretary of the National 
Clean Milk Society inviting the Association to send a 
representative to the Conference, on the subject of 
Pasteurisation, which is to be held at the London 
Guildhall, on November 21st next. 

Mr. H. Sumner moved, and Mr. W. D. Ress 
seconded, that a delegate be sent, and the Secretary 
was accordingly appointed to attend. 

A letter was read from the Secretary of the Develop- 
ment Commission acknowledging the receipt of the 
resolution from Congress recommending the adoption 
of the recommendation of their Advisory Committee 
on Research into Diseases in Animals. The letter 
informed the Association that the steps so far taken 
to give effect to those recommendations were des- 
cribed in the Commissioners’ Annual Report for the 
year ending March 31st last, which was now in the 
Press. 

The Secretary: I have acknowledged that letter 
and requested that I might be supplied with a copy 
of the report as soon as published. 

In response to an invitation from the Secretary of 
the Model Abattoir Society that the Association 
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should be represented at the lecture to be delivered 
by Sir Arthur Newsholme on “ Humane Slaughtering 
in relation to Public Health,” at the Robert Barnes 
Hall of the Royal Society of Medicine, on October 
18th, it was decided to appoint Professor G. H. 
Wooldridge as the Association’s representative. 

The Secretary read letters from Messrs. Geo, 
Thatcher and Son, Solicitors, in answer to a request 
for information as to whom representations should be 
sent concerning the desirability of increasing the fees 
payable to veterinary witnesses. They should be 
forwarded, it appeared, to the Lord Chief Justice and, 
in regard to cases in Criminal or Police Courts, 
to H.M. Secretary of State for the Home Office ; 
also, as Scotland and Ireland had their own regula- 
tions, to their similar respective officials. He (the 
Secretary) would like the direction of the Council 
as to whether he should send the resolution to each of 
those individuals. 

The CuarrMAN : It seems that the fees are different 
in different places. Some allow £1 1s. Od. and some 
as much as £10 10s. Od. 

Mr. H. Sumner: I think the R.C.V.S. and our- 
selves should take joint action. 

The Secretary: Would it not be better to see 
what the Royal College is doing in the matter, and 
then we could act with them? If they do not act, 
we would then do so independently. 

This course was approved. 

Mr. P. J. Howarp had written “ accepting with 
pleasure the very great honour which the * National ’ 
has so kindly conferred on me,”’ in reference to his 
election as a Vice-President of the Association. 

A letter was read from Major F. T. G. Hobday in 
reference to certain advertisements which had been 
accepted for insertion in the Veterinary Record. 

The Council resolved itself into Committee for the 
consideration of this matter. 

Upon the resumption, the CHarRMAN announced 
that it had been left in the hands of the Editorial 
Committee. 

The Secretary read a letter from Mr. J. H. Wynne, 
Denbigh, asking for information on the subject of 
fees for inspection under the C. D. A. Acts. 

It was decided that the Secretary should obtain 
copies of the schedule prepared by the N.A.V.I. in 
respect to these fees from Mr. Trevor Spencer, and 
to forward one to Mr. Wynne, informing him at the 
same time, that the latter had the hearty support of 
the Association in the application for higher fees 
which he was making to his County Council on behalf 
of the veterinary inspectors in his county. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 
The Secretary presented the following summary 


‘of the proceedings at the meetings held immediately 


prior to the Council meeting. 

FINANCIAL AND Apvisory.—Arising. out of corres- 
pondence, the Committee laid down the principle 
that Records not required by members should not be 
allowed for, unless any such copies had been specific- 
ally advertised for in the official organ of the Asso- 


ciation. 
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It was agreed to secure from Messrs. Hudson and 
Son, quotations and samples in respect to}binding 
cases for the Record which, when ready, should be 
advertised in that paper. 

The Secretary submitted a statement of accounts 
which showed the finances ot the Association to be 
in a very satisfactory position. He was, in fact, able 
to recommend the investment of surplus funds and 
the writing off of goodwill. 

The Committee agreed to the investment of a sum 
of not less than £500 and to the increasing of the 
amount left on deposit. Permission was given for 
the writing off of the book-asset goodwill, in accord- 
ance with the Auditors’ recommendation. 

The Secretary's suggestion that the amount payable 
to the Petty Cash Account be increased from £50 to 
£75 was approved. 

It was agreed: “ That a sum not exceeding £35 
be allocated to the Editorial Committee to pay for 
articles contributed to the Veterinary Record. 

The proposition was approved: ‘“ That a fee of 
£1 1s. Od. be paid to the official reporter of the Asso- 
ciation each time he officiates at one of the meetings 
of the divisions of the Association, where such work 
entails his attendance after office hours.” 

APPOINTMENTS CoMMITTEE.—-The Committee con- 
sidered the correspondence sent by the South African 
Veterinary Association, which had been before the 
Annual General Meeting, and which had been referred 
to this Committee for consideration. 

It was felt that an expression of opinion as to the 
salaries which should be demanded by men taking up 
appointments in South Africa was called for, and the 
following resolution was passed : 

“That this Committee considers the minimum 
salary which should be accepted by this profession 
for an appointment in South Africa should be £500 
per annum.” 

It was felt that the question might be to some 
extent educational in its origin. 

The following further resolution was carried : 
“ That a copy of this resolution be sent to the R.C.V.S. 
together with the opinion of this Association that 
this correspondence brings forcibly forward the neces; 
sity of the Royal College seriously considering the 
lengthening of the period of study for its Diploma, in 
order to bring it up to that of any Colonial qualifica- 
tion.” 

Mr. McIntosh was unable to be present to speak 
to his resolution concerning the unsatisfactory posi- 
tion of the veterinary surgeon with regard to State 
service at home and in the Colonies. The Secretary, 
however, informed the meeting that Mr. McIntosh 
suggested that correspondence should be invited on 
the subject, and that it should be requested in the 
Press that anyone who had knowledge of such 
undesirable happenings as lay within their terms of 
reference should be invited to send particulars of 
them to the Committee. 

The Committee accordingly passed the following 
resolution : 


“That invitations be asked, through the Record, 
for complaints as to the salary paid by any public 
or State service in the United Kingdom or Ireland.” 

It was decided to leave undetermined the date of 
the next meeting until such time as the General 
Secretary thought he had sufficient material to render 
such a meeting desirable. 

SpeciaL COMMITTEE TO REVISE THE ARTICLES OF 
AssociaTion.—-The Committee commenced the pro- 
cess of going right through the Articles and making 
what changes they think desirable with 4 view to 
submitting them to the Solicitors. It was their 
intention, when they saw how far those alterations 
were practicable, to finally put them into practical 
form. Various alterations to the Articles were 
suggested and approved, and the following resolution 
was carried : 

“ That any veterinary association of Great Britain 
or Ireland, or approved veterinary association in 
the Colonies or Dominions, be constituted a division 
of the Association.” 

It was agreed that the Secretary should circularise 
the Committee with the suggestions he would have 
to make, after careful consideration, in regard to the 
revision of the Articles. 

These reports were received and approved. 


NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF VETERINARY INSPECTORS. 


The Council next considered the appointment of 
a Committee to arrange the undertaking of the work 
heretofore carried out by the National Association 
of Veterinary Inspectors. 

The CuatrMan: It has been on my mind that the 
members of the Inspectors’ Association ought to be 
called together to dissolve it. I do not know that 
any such meeting has been called. 

Mr. CoLEMAN: A meeting was called of the Council 
of the Veterinary Inspectors’ Association and it was 
then resolved that the steps which it was suggested 
should be taken should be carried out, but I do not 
remember whether or not there was a general meeting. 

The CHaiRMAN : Mr. Spencer told me there had been 
a meeting of the Council, but it struck me whether the 
Council had the power. 

Professor I think a communication 
might go from this meeting to the President and 
Secretary pointing out what ought to be done. 

Mr. Sumner: There is no reason why this business 
should be further shelved. 

Professor WooLpripGE: Article 25 would have 
to be modified in order that this Association might 
be brought in as a branch. It was decided at York 
that there should be a special small committee of 
inspectors who would carry through the work under 
the wgis of the National. 

Major Simpson : Whether the other people dissolve 
themselves or not, there is no reason why we should 
not have this Committee. 

The following Committee, with power to act, was 
appointed :—Major J. Abson, Mr. H. Begg, Lt.-Col. 
J. W. Brittlebank, J. C. Coleman, A. Gofton, H.

REporRT AND BALANCE SHEBRT.

You have supported me zealously in my year of office, 
and I am sure you will not fail him. Major Rees-Mogg 
has always taken a very great interest in the Society, 
and has added in no small way to the success of our 
meetings, both by his contributions to the discussions 
and by his paper during the past session. 

Major-General Sir Joun Moore: It is a very great 
honour and privilege to second this motion— indeed 
I think I can claim it, perhaps as a right, because | 
have known Major Rees-Mogg a good many years.

Any OrnuerR BUSINESS. 


Captain Hamizron Kirk: There are several 
Fellows in the room besides myself who think that 
besides our formal Annual Dinner we might have an 
informal social function.

Captain Hamilton Kirk’s suggestion. We do not 
have too many opportunities of meeting just in a 
purely social way, and I think it would be nice if we 
had a smoking concert or something of that sort.

Evidence is available showing 
that the type of container is a factor in the contamination 
of ether initially pure, and that the metal of the container 
exercises a definite catalytic action on the oxidative 
reaction producing the impurities-—-M. Rowe (Journ.

SpectaL COMMITTEE ve FoREIGN AND COLONIAL 


DIPLOMAS. 


Sir Joun M’Fapyean read the following report : — 


I. Chairman.—It was resolved that Sir John M’Fadyean 
be re-appointed Chairman of this Committee for the ensuing 
year. 

II. Minutes—The minutes of the previous meeting, 
having been printed and circulated, were taken as read, 
and signed as correct. 

III. Colonial Graduate.—The application of Dr. J. 
Stephens, a graduate of the McGill University, was again 
considered, and 

It was resolved that Dr. J. Stephens be permitted to 
sit for the final examination for the Diploma of Membership 
after an attendance of one complete session at a British 
Veterinary College. 

1V. Foreign Veterinary Diplomas.--It was resolved to 
recommend that the Veterinary Diplomas granted in 
foreign countries be recognised on the same conditions 
as those adopted for Colonial Diplomas in the case of 
candidates wishing to obtain the Diploma of Membership, 
after attendance for a prescribed period at a British 
Veterinary College. 

V. Foreign Graduate—An application was received 
from Dr. J. W. Patton, a British subject, a graduate of 
the School of Veterinary Medicine of the Texas Agricultural 
and Mechanical College, four years’ course, for permission 
to take the examination for the Diploma of Membership 
of the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons. 

It was resolved that, subject to the adoption by the 
Council, of bye-laws governing the recognition of foreign 
diplomas for this purpose, the application of Dr. J. W. 
Patton be approved, and that he be permitted to take 
the prescribed Final Examination after compliance with 
the requirements of the bye-laws. 


Continuing, he said: “I beg to move that the 
report be received and adopted,”’ but before I sit 
down I should like to make one observation with 
regard to one part of the recommendations; it is 
the recommendation with reference to the conditions 
under which foreign veterinary diplomas should be 
recognised. The conditions suggested are practically 
the same as those already adopted in the case of 
Colonial diplomas, and since yesterday it has occurred 
to me that possibly in the case of foreign diplomas 
we might make a distinction. It seems to me that 
the Council should consider the question whether 
they should not make it an extra condition in these 
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cases that reciprocal concessions should be made in 
the foreign country to the British veterinary surgeons. 

Mr. Tuatcuer: Is that in conformity with the 
section of the Act? I think it would be well to 
consider the matter from a legal point of view before 
putting it. There is nothing about reciprocity in 
the Act, and I doubt if you could make that a con- 
dition. It is a matter for consideration, and I should 
not like to give an opinion straight away. 

Sir Joun M’Fapyean : It occurred to me whether 
I should mention the point at all or not, because | 
did not feel at all certain about whether it was per- 
missible ; but, on the other hand, I thought it best, 
before the report was adopted, that the matter should 
be brought to the notice of the Council. 

The Presipent: Do you want to make any 
modification in the passage relating to foreign veterin- 
ary diplomas? Because if we adopt the report as 
it is, that settles it. 

Sir Joun M’Fapyean: It does not become opera- 
tive until it is embodied in a bye-law. Anyone who 
wishes to move in accordance with this could attach 
a new condition to it. 

Mr. Stocock: I think it is slightly inaccurate—- 
as to the bye-laws existing in reference to Colonial 
practitioners. It should be the bye-laws about to 
be adopted. 

The Presipent: It is inaccurate by a few minutes, 

Mr. Stocock: Yes, or a fortnight. 

The Secretary: Grammatically it can mean 
those which may be adopted or those which have 
been adopted. The language covers both conditions. 

Mr. Stocock : Does it cover the future ¢ 

The Secretary: Yes, 

The Presipent: I will put the motion for the 
adoption of this report to the Council. 

The motion was then put and carried. 


APPOINTMENT OF SECRETARIES OF BOARD OF 
EXAMINERS IN SCOTLAND, LIVERPOOL AND IRELAND. 

The Secretary: We have intimations from the 
Local Secretaries in Scotland, Liverpool and Ireland 
that they are prepared to act in their capacities for 
the ensuing year. We have no other applications. 

Mr. Mutvey: I move that they be re-appointed. 

Mr. McInrosu: I beg to second that. 

The motion was put and carried, 


Notices or Motion. 

Sir Joun M’Fapyean: I beg to give notice of my 
intention to move the following at the earliest possible 
date 

“That veterinary diplomas granted in foreign 
countries be recognised on the same conditions as those 
adopted for Colonial diplomas in the case of candidates 
wishing to obtain the Diploma of Membership after 
attendance for the prescribed period at a_ British 
Veterinary College.” 

This will be suspended immediately. 

The Prestmpent: That finishes the agenda of the 
quarterly meeting. 

We will now proceed to the special meeting. 


= 


Special Meeting of Council. 


The same members attended the special meeting 
as attended the quarterly meeting. 

The minutes of the previous special meeting were 
signed as correct, 

The Prestpentr: I call on Mr. Gofton to move 
the alterations to bye-laws standing in his name. 

Mr. Gorton: I desire to move :— 


“1. That Bye law 85 be altered by substituting 
the word ‘ may ’ for the word ‘ shall’ on the second line. 

2. That Bye laws 86, 87, 88 and 90 be altered by 
the insertion of the word ‘ External’ before either 
of the words ‘ Examiners’ or ‘ Examiner’ wherever 
the same occur. 

3. ‘To add the following words to Bye-law 90: ‘In 
the event of an Internal Examiner being absent from 
any examination, tha examination shall be conducted 
by the External Examiners alone.’ ” 


The object of these alterations is simply to meet 
the modified conditions which have arisen in con- 
sequence of the appointment of Internal Examiners. 
They do not involve any change of principle whatever. 
I beg to move that these alterations be made. 

Mr. Sumner: I beg to second that. 

The motion was then put and carried. 

The Prestpent: I now call upon Mr. Slocock to 
move certain additions to the bye-laws. 

Mr Sxocock : | beg to move the following additions 
to bye-laws - 


** Colonial practitioners. (a) Holders of an approved 
Veterinary Diploma in a British possession or colony 
(not being a recognised veterinary diploma within the 
meaning of Section 13 of the Veterinary Surgeons Act, 
1881) shall be admitted to membership of the College 
after attendance for a prescribed period at one of the 
affiliated schools, and after passing a prescribed Final 
Examination. (b) No Veterinary Diploma granted 
after attendance at a curriculum of less than four 
years shall be so approved. (c) The required period 
of attendance at an affiliated College shall be prescribed 
as one complete session. (d) The subjects of the 
prescribed Final Examination shall be subject 1. of the 
Class C. Examination and subjects [. and LI. of the 
Class D. Examination. (e) The prescribed Final 
Examination shall be conducted by the Board of 
Examiners for the Membership Diploma. (/) The 
examination fee shall be fixed at £10 10s. ; in the case 
of rejection the re-examination fee shall be £5 5s.” 


Mr. Sumner: I beg to second the motion. 

Mr. Gaicer: I do not want to delay these additions 
coming into force, but I think the wording might be 
a little improved. There are one or two things which 
it seems to me are not sufficiently exact. For instance, 
take (c)—‘‘ The required period of attendance at an 
affiliated College shal! be one complete session.” It 
is not to be prescribed in the future. We are laying 
it down now that it shall be one complete session. 
It is simply a matter of wording. As a matter of 
fact, I do not think (c) need come in at all if you alter 
paragraph (a), and say, “shall be admitted to member- 
ship of the College after attendance for one session 
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at one of the affiliated schools.” Then I am a little 
in doubt as to whether it is necessary to keep on 
using the word “ final” right away through, or even 
to mention it at all in the first instance. 

The Prestpent : It is all a question of wording. 

Mr. Gaicer: It is. I do not think it need make 
for delay. 

The Prestpenr: It is a question of whether we 
can alter the wording without altering the sense 
and yet not have to suspend it again. 

Mr. Sumner: Is Mr. Gaiger moving ? 

The Prestpent: No. He does not want to move 
if it is going to delay the operation of these additions. 
I should like to ask Mr. Thatcher if these alterations 
of wording will require the matter to be re-suspended, 
and thus cause delay. If it does cause delay, I take 
it that Mr. Gaiger does not wish to move. 

Mr. Gaicer: No. I do not wish to delay the 
matter. 

Mr. THarcuer: If the spirit of the bye-laws is 
kept, I think it is sufficient. I am quite content 
that the words “ shall be prescribed” be taken out. 

The Secretary: Take out “ prescribed as.” 

Mr. Tuarcuer: I[ think I would sooner be on the 
safe side. I would rather have a thing ungram- 
matical than unsound. 

Mr. Gorton: In the bye-laws as they stand we 
use the term ‘‘the Court of Examiners.” In this 
new bye-law we use the word “ Board.” I think it 
would be better to adhere to the former wording. 

The Prestpent: Is it your will, gentlemen, that 
we pass this with these verbal alterations ? 

Agreed to, 

The Prestpent : I understand that Sir John Moore 
is going to move Sir Layton Blenkinsop’s motion in 
that gentleman’s absence. 

Sir Joun Moore: Sir Layton Blenkinsop has 
asked me in his absence to move :— 


“That Bye-law 47 be amended by the addition of 
the following words after the word ‘one’ in line 5: 
‘and no member shall be elected to serve on more 
than three.’ ” 


The bye-law would then read as follows :— 


** Each Committee shall at its first meeting elect a 
Chairman, and it shall be the duty of the Chairman to 
read at the next succeeding meeting of Council a report 
of the proceedings and resolutions passed at each 
Committee meeting. No member shall be appointed 
as Chairman of more than one, and no member shall 
be elected to serve on more than three committees.” 


Sir Joun M’Fapyean: May I call attention to a 
slight error? You have omitted the words “ above 
named,” which are very material. 

Sir Joun Moore: I may say that I have made 
an analysis of the Committees, and I find that three 
members of Council are not members of any Com- 
mittees at all, these three members being Mr. Howard, 
Mr. Coleman and Mr. Willett. Two other members 
are members of one Committee only—-Mr. Blackhurst 
and Mr. King, and it seems a little unfair or perhaps 
not quite right or businesslike that members should 
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be omitted from Committee. At the same time 
there is one member of Council who serves on five 
Committees and three members who serve on four 
Committees. I am sure those members would prefer 
to distribute their excess Committees among those 
who are not on any Committees at all. Those who 
are not members of any Committees naturally feel a 
little hurt. I am sure those members who on account 
of their personal popularity are elected to more than 
three Committees will waive certain of their Com- 
mittees and let those who are at present serving on 
none serve on some. I think this alteration will 
meet the case. For instance, if the members serving 
on four and five Committees will give up, say, two, it 
would provide six places which would enable the 
three members who are serving on none to serve at 
least on two. 

I think the issue is quite a plain and sensible one, 
namely, that every member of Council should serve 
on some Committee. 

Mr. McIntosu: I beg to second the motion. 


Sir Joun M’Fapyean: I rise with some reluctance 
to point out to Sir John Moore that if this is carried 
it will not in the least give effect to what he has 
explained to be his desires. What Sir John desires 
and I take it he is expressing the intentions of Sir 
Layton Blenkinsop—is that every member of Council 
shall serve on some Committee. Nothing else will 
secure that except a motion exactly so worded—that 
the Council shall be obliged to elect each member to 
at least one Committee or to whatever number is 
thought to be right. I may, however, point out to 
Sir John and to the Council that, supposing those 
members who are actually now members of four 
Committees were disqualified, it does not in the least 
follow that the three members of Council who are not 
on any Committee would be put on in their places. 
The majority of the members ot the Council are 
serving on two Committees, and any one of them 
might be put on, instead of any one of the three 
gentlemen named. I need not labour that. It is 
obvious that while the Committees remain of the same 
number as at present you cannot secure a certain seat 
on a Committee to every member, except by embody- 
ing that formally and in so many words in the bye- 
laws. I want to point out to the Council that the 
motion, if carried, will leave things exactly as they 
are, 

I pointed out that Sir John had omitted the words 
“ above named.” These words alter the whole sense 
of the bye-law. If members will look at the bye-laws 
on pages 63 and 64, they will see that Bye-laws 45, 
46 and 47 ought to be read together, and the words 
“above named Committees” refer to the Com- 
mittees mentioned in Bye-law 45. By the way, 
there is an error in the bye-laws as they are printed, 
because 46 says, “all Committees specifically men- 
tioned in Bye-law 46.” It should be, ‘all Committees 
specifically mentioned in Bye-law 45.” 

Now what are the specifically mentioned Com- 
mittees in Bye-law 45? I will read the whole bye- 
law :—“ The Council shall elect annually at the first 
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Council meeting after the Annual General Meeting 
from the members of Council a Finance Committee, 
a Registration Committee, an Examination Com- 
mittee and a Parliamentary and General Purposes 
Committee four. Those are the only Committees 
mentioned,?and they include the Registration Com- 
mittee; but we have a bye-law which does away 
with the election of members to the Registration 
Committee. No member is elected to the Registra- 
tion Committee. The Registration Committee is a 
Committee of the whole Council. Therefore, that 
bye-law may actually be read as if the words “ Regis- 
tration Committee” were not included in it. Sir 
Layton Blenkinsop’s motion would, therefore, read : 
“That no member should be elected to more than 
three of the Committees specifically mentioned.” Of 
course he cannot be elected to more than three when 
there are only three. So the suggested alternative 
leaves things exactly as they are. 

Sir Jonn Moore : Bye-law 45 says, * and such other 
Special Cominittees.””. Would not that cover the 
Honours and Prizes Committee, the Library and 
Museums Committee and other Special Committees ? 


Mr. Tuatcuer: The difficulty of your motion, 
Sir John Moore, is this. You would have no member 
serving on more than three Committees. If there 
was a Special Committee, although a member might 
be the most useful member on the Council to have on 
that Special Committee, he could not be elected to it 
if he were a member of three other Committees. 
There is a very good reason for your motion, but I 
think it should be in a modified form. I think it 
would be better to let it drop at the moment and to 
draft the bye-law afresh. For instance, I should 
take exception, as a mere matter of reading, to this 
amendment being put into Bye-law 47 at all. If it 
goes anywhere, it should go in Bye-law 45. If T may 
be allowed to say so, I think it would be better for me 
to write to Sir Layton Blenkinsop making certain 
suggestions, 

The Prestpent: This matter is not urgent, because 
whatever we do cannot operate until next July, when 
the Committees come to be re-elected. I do not 
think there is any machinery which allows us to alter 
the composition of a Committee once it is formed. 

Mr. Tuarcuer: I should not think so. 

Sir Joun M’Fapyean: May I answer Sir John 
Moore's question? My answer to it is that it is 
quite clear that the specifically mentioned Com- 
mittees- that is, in Bye-law 46-——-cannot include the 
Special Committees. The “ specifically mentioned ” 
must mean those which are named. It could not 
possibly be held to cover any Special Committees 
that have to be formed. With regard to Mr. Thatchers’ 
suggestion that he should draft a new bye-law, my 
impression is that no improvement in the drafting 
of the bye-law will secure what I understand to be 
Sir Layton Blenkinsop’s desire, or what is the expressed 
desire of Sir John Moore, namely, that every member 
of Council shall be put on at least one Committee. 
But is the Council going to tie its hands like that ¢ 
What would be the advantage of it? I submit it 
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would be useless to carry this. I hope I have satis- 
fied Sir John Moore as to that and that he will with- 
draw the motion. 

The Prestpent: I think every member of this 
Council is in sympathy with the objects of this motion, 
which I take it to be that no member should inadvert- 
ently be left out of some Committee or another. I 
have sat to-day and yesterday on every Committee, 
and I can assure you that I have had quite enough of 
it. I do not think anyone desires to sit on more 
Committees than the Council desires him to sit upon. 
How I interpret our presence here as elected members 
of Council is this. We are voted here by the profes- 
sion, and certain duties are deputed to us. One of 
those duties is to elect Committees, and the respon- 
sibility which is cast upon us by that duty is to elect 
the best man to a Committee provided he will serve, 
and it ought not to matter whether he sits on five or 
whether he sits on three provided the Council thinks 
his services are so useful that he ought to be on those 
Committees. [ do not think the Council has a moral 
right to tie its hands so as to be able only to elect a 
man on three Committees. I do not think the 
profession has delegated that power to us, or desires 
it. So much was I in favour of doing something in 
the matter, that I had it in mind to put something on 
the agenda of the quarterly meeting, until Mr. Bullock 
pointed out that there was already this motion. I 
do not want to forestall the discussion upon it, but 
it seems to me that what really is wrong is our method 
of electing Committees. I think it would be much 
better if we could go back to what used to be the old 
system, which was, that a panel of names was put up 
and everybody either agreed to it or took somebody 
off it or added somebody to it. Then we went for- 
ward to the next Committee; a similar panel was 

ut up, and then somebody said : “‘ Oh, Mr. So-and-so 
been left out from the other Committee, let us 
put him on this Committee”; or somebody who was 
on both said: “TI am quite willing to withdraw my 
name from this Committee.” My recollection of 
that method of election was that it was perfectly 
satisfactory to all of us. Why it was changed I do 
not know. I think we can remedy this grievance, 
which we all want to put right, by reverting to the 
old method of putting up the names of our Committees 
for election by agreement. In that way, when we 
see that one deserving man has been left out from all 
the Committees, before we finally settle the vote, we 
can readjust the personnel which we proposed to elect. 
We have until next July to think it over. I think 
when this discussion is finished it will be a very good 
thing for everyone to think over it, and bring it up at 
the next meeting, and then we can bring it into 
operation in July. 

Major-General Sir JouN Moore: It was only in 
sympathy with those who were not on any Com- 
mittees that I told Sir Layton Blenkinsop that I 
would move his motion for him. I certainly think 
there might be an improvement in the election of 
these Committees. I think before the ballot is taken 
members should notify the Secretary as to the Com- 


mittees on which they do not wish to serve, and their 
names could be published on a paper at the time of 
the election. Members could then vote accordingly. 

The Prestpent: That was done at the last elec- 
tion. I am sure it was only by inadvertence in 
scoring out the names, and in not looking over the 
papers again to see how the work had been distributed, 
that the three members concerned were unfortunately 
left out. 

Mr. Coteman: Being one of those unfortunate 
men who were not elected on any Committee, I should 
like to say that I thank Sir John M’Fadyean very 
much for the very concise way in which he has put 
the matter. I quite agree with him that this motion 
would not help us in the least. If I may throw out 
a suggestion, | would suggest that a Selection Com- 
mittee be appointed in order to see that the distribu- 
tion of the members on Committees should be more 
or less equal. This Selection Committee should be 
representative of all parties in the house. Then the 
matter would be done perfectly fairly. [ rather 
regret our worthy President said one thing, as it 
made me feel very uncomfortable. He said the 
election was made in order to get the best men selected; 
but I can mention the names of three gentlemen who 
have not attended a single Committee meeting at 
all this year. I cannot see how those men can be 
the best men to select. 

The Prestpent: That was not my remark. My 
remark was that the men who were selected were 
those whom the Council thought the best men. 


Mr. CoLemMan: That is what I meant. I do not 
mean to say that you said it, but that you were 
merely voicing what the Council thought. 

Mr. Livesey: I was in very great sympathy with 
Sir Layton Blenkinsop’s motion, but after hearing 
Sir John M’Fadyean’s reasoning and logic I have no 
doubt that he is right. I do think, however, that 
the Council should do something to amend this state 
of affairs, because there is an under-current of feeling 
in various places as to how business is conducted in 
this Council. A man offers his services gratuitously 
to his profession as a representative on the Council. 
Those services are accepted and he is elected. I 
know there is a feeling that it is hardly fair that if 
the profession as a whole, or a majority of it, elect a 
man to the Council, his fellow Councilmen should 
debar him from doing the active work of the pro- 
fession, which is done in Committee. It is in order 
to amend that state of affairs that I should be glad 
to support a resolution framed on the lines of Sir 
Layton Blenkinsop’s motion. 

Mr. Buxton: Surely the fault is primarily that 
of individuals ? If this matter is pointed out to them, 
do not you think it is possible that the next time 
they draw up their lists they will give due considera- 
tion to the matter ? 

The Prestpent: My suggestion, that we should 
draw up the lists in open Council as we did before 
will put it right; but that is for the Council to decide. 

Sir Joun M’Fapyean: I was myself in sympathy 
with Sir Layton Blenkinsop’s notice of motion. It 
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was only when I came to read it that I saw it would 
be ineffectual. I do not think the motion can be 
altered to secure what Sir Layton and Sir John 
Moore want, namely, that no member should be left 
without a seat on a Committee, but I suggest that what 
Sir Layton Blenkinsop intends can be secured by the 
alteration of a very few words in Bye-law 45, which 
should read: “ No member shall be elected to serve 
on more than three Committees,” omitting the words 
“above-named.” It might be necessary to say: 
“more than four Committees, including the Regis- 
tration Committee.” I suggest to Mr. Thatcher 
that that would be effective. 

Mr. THATCHER: That is to say, you would name 
these four Committees ? 

Sir Jonn M’Fapyean: T want to bring in all the 
Committees. There are six, besides the Registration 
Jommittee. 

Mr. TuHatcuer: Then we should still be in the 
difficulty that at the Council meeting a man might 
be appointed on the Examination Committee, the 
Parliamentary, and the Finance Committee. Having 
done that he is done with. You might have a Special 
Committee on some particular subject requiring 
particular technical knowledge, and for which the 
gentleman might be particularly suitable, but he 
cannot be elected on to it, as he is already on three 
other Committees. 

Sir Joun M’Fapyean: I deliberately suggested 
that Special Committees should be excluded. 

Mr. THatcHeR: Then that should be Standing 
Committees. 

Sir Jonn M’Fapyean: Yes. 

Mr. TuatcuerR: Then I agree. 

Mr. GaiceR: I{ you say that no member shall be 
elected on more than four Committees, that would 
still mean that some might be elected to none. 

The Prestpent: I do not think any rule would 
apply to this except a proper method of election and 
a proper feeling ot the Council’s to equally distribute 
the personnel which is put up for election. I shall 
put the motion, of course. If it is carried, that settles 
it. If it is not carried, it does not settle it. I think 
we are all determined that something should be done 
to ease this situation. If the motion is not carried, 
we shall still have the time between now and the next 
meeting to consider it in the light of what has been 
said to-day, and to make up our minds what we are 
actually going to do. It will then be ready for the 
July meeting, at which the elections take place. 

Mr. THatcHEeR: Do you mind allowing Sir John 
to add this to Bye-law 45 instead of 47, as a mere 
matter of form ? 

Mr. Sumner: If the motion is defeated, will it be 
competent for us to consider the subject at the next 
meeting, or will it have to lapse for the usual twelve 
months ? 

The PrestpENt: With the consent of the Council 
we can do anything. 

Mr. Sumner: Under our bye-laws a defeated 
motion is defeated for twelve months. 

Sir Joun M’Fapyean: [| submit that this motion 
must go through the ordinary procedure. 


Major-General Sir Joun Moore: I think perhaps 
the simplest way would be for me to withdraw the 
motion altogether for the time being. I think, in 
view of the difficulties, Sir Layton Blenkinsop would 
not object to having it withdrawn. What does Mr. 
Thatcher say ? 

Mr. TuatcuerR: I think it is the best way, because 
it gets rid of any difficulty such as Mr. Sumner has 
mentioned. 

Sir Joun M’Favyean: It might help Sir John to 
decide if I say that there is a bye-law to the effect 
that a proposal which has been defeated cannot be 
brought up again for a year, without the consent of 
the Council, 

Sir Joun Moore: I think the best thing is to 
withdraw it. 

The PrestpENT: Does the seconder agree ? 

Mr. McInrosu: Yes. 

The Prestpent: Then the motion is withdrawn. 

Mr. Buxton: May I suggest that a Committee be 
appointed to consider the whole question and report 
to the Council, with a view to saving time. 

The Prestpent: Do you mean a Special Com- 
mittee 

Mr. Buxton: Yes. 

Mr. Sumner: I second that. 

Major-General Sir JouNn Moore: In that case, I 
think Sir Layton Blenkinsop had better be put on 
the Committee. 

The PrestpENt: Certainly. 

Sir Joun M’Fapyean: Asan amendment, I suggest 
it would be better to refer it to the Parliamentary and 
General Purposes Committee. 

The Secretary: That Committee consists of Sir 
Layton Blenkinsop, Dr. Bradley, Mr. Brittlebank, 
Mr. Buxton, Mr. Carter, Mr. Gofton, Mr. Livesey, 
Mr. Locke, Sir John M’Fadyean, Mr. McIntosh, Mr. 
Male, Mr. Simpson, Mr. Slocock, Mr. Spencer and Mr. 
Sumner. 

The PresipeNnt: Will you accept that, Mr. Buxton? 

Mr. Buxton: The only point is that I thought we 
might possibly get the services of one of these gentle- 
men who is not on any Committee to give us his 
views. 

The Prestpent: You stitk wish to have the Special 
Committee ? 

Mr. Buxton: I take it that if it is referred to one 
of the existing Committees it would have power to 
co-opt anybody it liked? Therefore I agree with 
Sir John’s amendment. : 

The Prestpent: Is it your will that this matter 
be referred to the Parliamentary Committee ¢ 

Agreed to.

The Council, at the meeting which we report this 
week, appointed a committee to carry on the work of 
the National Association of Veterinary Inspectors, 
at such time as that body is in a position to hand over 
its constitution and members to this Association. 
We are anxious that this should take place as soon as 
possible, in order that our committee may get to work 
and may be in a position to draw up their programme 
for next year. The Provisional Committee will be 
appointed in January, and will at once apply itself 
to the arrangements for our meeting at Aberdeen, 
and it should have information as to the wishes of 
the Veterinary Inspectors, for it may be taken for 
granted that the Provisional Committee will arrangé 
special meetings for those engaged in public health 
work and work under the C.D. Animals Acts. 


The Southern Counties Division had a capital meet- 
ing at Aldershot, where the hospitality of Colonel 
A. J. Williams and the Aldershot Army Veterinary 
Association were very much appreciated. The old 
8.C.V.S., which only a few months ago appeared 
to be moribund, has taken quite a new lease of life, 
and has just elected a number of new members. 
We hear a great deal nowadays of the need for in- 
fusing a little new blood into old institutions, but 
in this case the rejuvenation has been brought about 
by one of the Society’s oldest members, Mr. E. Whitley 
Baker, a past president and treasurer for many, 
many years. We would like to see Mr. Baker a 


little oftener in London. His help and advice 
would be invaluable, but, unfortunately for us, he 
lives in such an unreachable place that his visits 
are like those of angels. 


A new departure has been made by the Editorial 
Committee in offering two guineas each month for 
original articles used for publication in the Record. 
For the last three years the Association has been 
struggling to get on a firm foundation, and has 
necessarily had to conserve its funds to such an extent 
that it has been impossible to pay for articles; it 
has had to rely entirely upon the generosity of its 
contributors to the Record. Now, however, when 
the tide has turned definitely and is favourable, it 
was felt by all the members of the committee that 
no better use of funds could be made as a start than 
to offer some small encouragement to our members 
to record their experiences. It is hoped that the two 
guineas each month will recompense the man who 
could not otherwise afford the time in which to put 
on paper the results of his observation and research, 


Further evidence of the increased activity of the 
Association is to be seen in the notice appearing in 
our advertisement columns, A committee has been 
appointed to enquire into the salaries paid to Veter- 
inary Surgeons holding public appointments, with a 
view to taking all steps possible to get these improved 
where the evidence points to their being inadequate. 
It is proposed to get evidence in the first place by 
correspondence (though »o names will be divulged). 
At a later stage it is proposed to interview com- 
plainants if necessary. The evidence collected 
will be summarised and heads of departments or 
local authorities will be invited to give their side of 
the question. If then there is proof of the need for 
a further enquiry, this course will be urged, and an 
enquiry will probably be held in public. Whatever 
the result may be, the Council is determined that it 
will do its utmost to secure a proper remuneration 
for its members as professional men who are employed 
in State or other public services. All correspondence 
on this subject should be sent as soon as possible 
(in confidence) to the General Secretary, N.V.M.A. 


Foot-and-Mouth Disease. 


The restrictions on movement imposed by the Ministry 
of Agriculture in connection with the recent outbreaks of 
foot-and-mouth disease in Devonshire and Buckingham- 
shire were withdrawn as from the 16th and 19th instant 
respectively, no outbreaks having occurred in those counties 
since the 14th September. 

The appearance of disease in the Leeds district on the 
10th October has been followed by fifteen further outbreaks 
in that locality. These, together with the outbreaks in 
the Barnoldswick district, which commenced on the Ist 
October, now number twenty-one in all. The spread 
of disease in the last few days has been mainly due to the 
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Correspondence.

Hemorrhagic Septic@mia v. Bracken Poisoning. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE VETERINARY RECORD. 


Sir,—l notice that Mr. Frank Chambers, in your issue 
of the 6th inst., states he has identified a micro-organism 
in these cases indistinguishable from the Bacillus bovisep- 
ticus, and identical with organisms he has observed in 
hundreds of cases in South Africa. 

I, too, have seen this organism, on numerous occasions, 
in smears examined in South Africa, but in no instance 
have I been able to satisfy myself that it was from a case 
of hemorrhagic septicemia. I, and others, found it to

infection of Whitkirk Auction Mart on the Ist and 8th 
October. The outbreak at Wigan, confirmed on the 12th 
October, necessitated the control of the movement of 
animals over a wide area covering distribution from Chester 
Market, where diseased animals were exposed for sale a 
few days before the first visible symptoms appeared. 
These restrictions have been modified to some extent to 
allow necessary movements by licence of the Local In- 
spectors. No further outbreak has been reported in this 
district. 

No fewer than 117 outbreaks have been confirmed 
since the present series commenced on the 27th August. 
In these cases 3,338 cattle, 4,847 sheep, 1,643 pigs, and 
5 goats have been slaughtered. A large number of 
animals has also been isolated on certain of these premises 
in the hope that the precautions taken will prevent their 
hecoming affected. 

The estimated amount of compensation which will be 
payable for the animals slaughtered amounts to about 
£108,000 ; but about a quarter of this sum will probably 
be recouped in receipts for the salvage of healthy carcases. 

The staff of the Ministry of Agriculture has also had to 
investigate fifty-four reported cases of foot-and-mouth 
disease during the past seven weeks, which on inquiry 
have not been confirmed. The number of reported cases 
not yet confirmed or otherwise is four.
